LIEUTENANT KIRK 
KILLED IN FRANCE 


Husband 
of 
Covin Si Woman 
Falls 
While- in Action After 
Tear of 
Perilous 
Work—Was 
Government 
Engineer Prior to the War—Details 
of Death Lacking. . 


Lieutenant Theo T. Kirk, F com­ 
pany, second battalion, 117th regular 
engineers, was killed in action on the 
French front on July 28. The telegram 
from the war department was received 
by Mr, arid Mrs. E. P.-Hull of Covina 
last Friday evening, and the namo ap­ 
peared in the casualty list last Sat­ 
urday and Sunday. His wife was for­ 
merly Miss May Hull of Covina.' She 
did not learn of her husband's death 
until she reached Covina on Saturday 
noon, after an overland journey from 
Topeka, Kansas, whore she had been 
spanning about a year with her hus­ 
band's relatives. 
Lieutenant 
Kirk's 
mother lives at Owensboro, Kentucky. 


Lieutenant Kirk was the government; 
engineer who drew the plans and laid 
out the coast defense gun emplace­ 
ments for Fort Mac Arthur, San Pedro, 
prior to his entering war service. Ho 
was an engineer in the employ of the 
government, stationed at Los Angeles. 
On the declaration of war by tho 
United States, he asked for active ser­ 
vice, and was commissioned a lieuten­ 
ant and sent almost immediately to 
France. He supervised the laying out 
and construction of some of. the.first 
American camps in Europe, and after­ 
wards went to the front line, where ho 
was engaged in trench and barbed 
wire building and repair work., His 
position at the front was especially 
hazardous. 


In letters which were- forwarded 
here, some of which were printed in 
the ATgua, he spoke of, his work at 
night with picked squads of. men,- re­ 
pairing barbed wire, - and -the recon- 
noitering of the enemy's defenses. So

IF REGISTERED 


Several voters have asked tho Argus 
office why it is that there is a confus­ 
ion concerning the right of a "not- 
stated" voter to vote at the primaries. 
The situation is this: 


People interested in tho election of 
a governor, an assemblyman or con­ 
gressman, have boon telling voters that 
they cannot vote for these candidates

Last leave from camp was granted

(men in the coast artillery at Fort 
MacArthur, San Pedro, and tho camp 
went into 
quarantine 
today, 
prior 
to the moving of a unit "somewhere,'* 
probably to ovorseas service. 


The Covina nicn who are to move 
uro in company D of the fifty-fifth 
ammunition train, recently organized 
and equipped for active service. • The 
local men are those enlistod in August 
oi' 1917 in the Monrovia company of 
coast artillery, and wore known as the 
Covina platoon, afterwards being sepa­ 
rated at Fort MacArthur by being 
scattered into various companies. Thoy 
have been in service a Utlc over a 
year, during which time they have 
bben thoroughly trained in the coast 
artillery service, on coast defense guns, 
mortars, and heavy field pieces. Sev­ 
eral of the original company have been 
made commissioned officers, and a large 
number 
have won non-commissioned 
ranks. 


The boys were at home in Covina on 
their last leave this week, and they all 
are "rarin' to go." There ia no defi­ 
nite information as to when the unit 
will bo moved eastward, but it will 


follow immediately upon tho period of 
quarantine, which is always placed 
over a camp boforo going .into activo 
sorvlce, in order to prevont any com­ 
municable diseaso from being carried 
to other units if such disease, should 
exist among tho troops. Tho boys at 
Fort MacArthur, however, are all in 
splendid condition,. and it is devoutly 
hoped by them that no one will "come 
down" with the measles or chicken- 
pox, which would delay the moving of 
tho entiro outfit. They have boon issued 
their full overseas equipment.

CITRUS GROWERS GOING TO WAR 
TO HAVE PROTECTION OF EXCHANGE 


The Azu.*a Pomotropic of last week 
says: 


At a meeting of the directors of the 
A. C. G. Fruit Exchange held last Fri­ 
day afternoon, a committee was ap­ 
pointed to perfect a plan for the pro­ 
tection of the property interests of 
drafted men from this district. Th.>. 
move was made at the suggestion of 
Mr. W. B. Powell, who as a member of 
the exemption board of this district 
has 
come 
into 
contact 
with 
many 
young men who have had to leave their 
business interests and go to war. 


Some 
of 
these 
men own orange 
groves, which they have worked them­ 
selves," and in their absence will fall 
into decay and become worthless. It is 
to care for these groves that Mr. Pow­ 
ell has started the movement in the 
exchange. It is expected that later the 
plan will become a part of the regular 
activities of the California Fruit Grow­ 
ers Exchange. 
In this draft 
district 
the A. C. (i. Exchange has packing 
house associations in seven communi­ 
ties. Almost entirely a citrus section, 
many of the men who are called 
i n t o 
the draft must leave groves, and in the 
new draft an even greater proportion 
will leave. 


Tentative 
plans submitted 
at the 
meeting Friday provide for neighbor­ 
hood assistance in caring for groves 
of this kind, nil the work of caring for 
them and handling of fruit being done. 
Packing-house managers would be re­ 
sponsible for the supervision of the 
groves and the cost of work would 
be deducted from returns on fruit. In 
the case of young, non-bearing groves, 
the 
association 
would 
ndvnnce the 
money necessary to curry it until the 


production stage. 
Whether this plan 
is feasible under existing high labor 
costs and shortage of labor will be 
determined by the committee. The idea, 
however, is the outgrowth of the sys­ 
tem used during the Civil war, when 
neighbors held corn husking bees and 
similar aaffirs to care for the crops 
of soldiers. 


As a service on a broader scale, the 
plan also includes an advisory service 
for the benefit of all registerd men. 
From his experience on the exemption 
board, Mr. Powell has found that many 
of the men have no information about 
the service they enter, pay, insurance, 
etc. 
For this reason many men fail to 
make the most of their opportunities 
for which their past experience has fit­ 
ted them. A board would be appointed 
to furnish this information and assist 
the men in every possible way. 


The eommittee which will 
develop 
this plan includes, besides Mr. Powell, 
Messrs. J. T. Lindley, W. C. Hendrick 
and W. W. Heth of Azusa; C. H. Fea- 
therston and C. K. Whitcomb of Glen- 
dora; J. E. I.aycock of Charter Oak, 
and M. Rcbhan of Irwindale. 


At the suggestion of the government, 
the exemption bonrd of this district 
has called a meeting to be held at the 
Greek thenter in Pomona, 
Saturday, 
August 17, at 2 p.m., nt which all re 
muining men of class 1 arc to be given 
instructions. A series of drills, informa­ 
tion ns to soldier insurance, pay, ser­ 
vice, etc., will precede dinner, follow­ 
ing which a patriotic address will be 
given. It is expected all of these men 
who are eligible, of whom there are 
eighty, will be called into jervicc with­ 
in the next six weeks.

other communicable diseases. 
Children 
who have been exposed recently to con­ 
tagious diseases would have to bo kept 
away until some other, timp. The ex­ 
amination is for the purpose of guiding 
the mothers in the home care of chil­ 
dren. Mrs. F. B. Gillott is chairman of 
the local committee. The Los Angeles 
health department has prepared nu in­ 
structive exhibit of posters, models, 
charts, and pictures. 


It is a conference of mothers and 
physicians to determine the develop 
ment and present condition of children 
brought by their mothers for examina­ 
tion. The child is weighed and meas­ 
ured, and compared, point by point, 
with the normal child, in order that the 
mother may see where she is succeed­ 
ing, where she is failing, and just how- 
she may secure better results. It is in­ 
tended neither for the child of excep­ 
tional development nor for the sick 
child, but rather for the great mass of 
children, who, though apparently well, 
are yet rarely found free from defect. 
The discovery of such defects at an 
early stage, when they may be easily 
remedied by proper hygiene or medical 
care, is the chief aim of the conference.

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LAD OF EIGHTEEN LEADS 


RAID ON GERMAN TRENCH 


An eighteen year 'old lad, in 
the 
midst 
of 
shrapnel 
and 
machine-gun 
Are, 
has written an account of battle 
that is an epic—one of those wonder­ 
fully-graphic stories of action in - the 
•world-war. He is Omar Carroll of St. 
Louis, a cousin of Carl and Raymond 
Crenshaw of Covina, and a cousin of 
W.'D. 
Powers, one of the Covina city 
mail-carriers. 
Although but seventeen 
•when ho enlisted last year, he has been 
made a corporal in company H, 138th 
infantry. 


His mother, who is now in Covina, 
has received a letter from the boy, 
telling of a battle in which he partici­ 
pated. 
The letter was written to his 
father in St. Louis, who forwarded it. 
iHe starts off his story by saying that 
he has "been in a real battle and 
came out of it without,a scratch." 
" O u r company made a raid on the 


Bosches, and captured 
prisoners, 


machine guns, and a whole raft 


of other equipment. 
Wc were taken 
back behind the lines and trained for 
the attack for over a week. Everyone 
was given a certain part to play. Yes­ 
terday (July 6) we left for the front­ 
line trenches. Our artillery started a 
bombardment, and tore their trenches 
all to pioces. The barrage lifted, and 
over we went. 
The' Boche trenches 
were about 200 yards away and all? 
down hill. Everything went lovely un­ 
til wo hit their barbed wire, and then 
they opened up on us with machine 
guns. 
Right then was when the fun 
started. Our boys charged those guns 
and captured them before 
they 
got 
well started. I was in the "moppers- 
u p " 
section, and we followed just be­ 
hind the first section, or what wo call 
the first wave. Our duty was to kill 
Or take prisoner all Bodies that the 
first wave left in the trenches. 
When 
•we hit the. first lino tho lieutonant in 
command sent me, with six men, up the, 
trench, and hC took the rest and work­ 
ed down the trench. The 
first'.dugout 
•we came to I left four men to clean 
" out and nvysclf and a man named Hand 
•went on to the next one. I hollered 
down for tbom to come out, but no one 
came.«. Then Hand throw a smoke-bomb 
into thov dugout, and you should have, 
seen them come piling out! Hand shot 
-the first one,'and I shot the next. We 
•were armed with automatic revolvers, 
trench knives and bombs. - Then we let 
;. t h e rest..-oome, out. unharmed,,.., Ihoy.all 
came up with their "hands up and beg-' 
giug for mercy. Whon they were all out 
we counted them and found -wo had 
.seven live ones and two dead ones. We 
took our seven Bodies and started back 
with them. But we had hardly started 
before we had more trouble. A Boche 
came up behind us,' firing with an au­ 
tomatic pistol, and Hand and I both 
fired at him. 
Ho fell, but then our. 
prisoners started to scatter, and we 
liad to shoot two more before wo could 
.get them rounded up. Then we took 
our prisoners back to our own lines and 
turned them over. Out of nine that we 
had at first, we only got back with 
five. 
But we were lucky to get back 
a t all—we had to como back up that 
bill for 200 yards under machine gun 
Are. 
It was only a miracle that any 
got back at all. The trenches that we 
had bombarded and raided were chok­ 
ed with German dead. 


The funniest thing about it was that 
I was not scared a bit after we got 
started. 
The only timo I was scared 
was when we were lying in our own 
tronchos, waiting to go over—and then 
I really was scared. I wouldn't have 
given two cents for my lifo at that 
timo. But there was 'a timo when 
I 
was in my glory, and that was when 
Hand and I had those Beven Huns lined 
up and bogging for mercy. 
No king 
ever felt better than I did at 
that 
time. • I never did see such a scared 
bunch as those Bodies wcro. I've seen 
women got scared, but I novor did seo 
one so scared as thoso men woro. They 
were hysterical. The prisoners said that 
they didn't know the men facing them 
were Americans. Thoy had boen told 
that wo were French droBsed up in 
American uniforms. 
They wore Prus­ 
sians, and rated as some of tho Kaisor's 
best troops. 
Their infantrymen 
bog­ 
ged for mercy, but their machino gun- 
uers wore bravo men. 
Somoono shot 
«no of thom, and his comrade jumped 
right into his place. 
Thou 
spmoone 


threw u bomb directly nt him, and blew 
him ten feet from his place, and ho 
started 
to crawl 
back 
again, 
when 
someone shot him. 


Tho coolest thing I ovtr saw was one 
of our own men. We had started back, 
and had dropped into a shell-hole until 
their machine-gun fire abated. Wc saw- 
one German hop up and start running 
about fifty yards from us. 0,ur com­ 
rade 
stood straight 
up and took 
a 
long, careful aim. Tho German foil. It 
reminded mo of shooting a squirrel. 
Bullets were singing all around him. # 


I merely mennt to say that I was 
well when I started this letter. 
The 
only damage that I suffered was that 
I nearly tore nil my clothes off in their 
barbed wire."

CANNED WASTEFULNESS 


If the fruit that you put in cans this 
Fummer id to be used in tho place of 
other foods next, winter, you are con­ 
serving food and helping to win the 
war, but if the fruit is to be served as 
a sort of last course after you have eat­ 
en all the beef, pork or heavy foods 
that you can hold, as is the general cus­ 
tom with American families—then in 
this last case you are wasting sugar that 
the government horely needs, and you 
are wasting your own time ana money. 


If every can of peaches that you put 
np this summer constitutes nn evening 
meal for the family, along with bread 
and tea, as is the English and French 
frugal custom, it is a very shrewd thing 
to put up as_many cans of peaches as 
you can afford to put up. But, like 
many other American habits of waste­ 
fulness, the canned fruit in the cup­ 
board is most often looked upon as 
something that can be served as a sort 
•of " e x t r a , " after the folks have eaten 
all they should cat of other foods. 


I t ' s no use to pat yourselves on the 
back and brag about the amount of 
fruit the family has stowed away in 
jars, if the fruit is to represent extra 
eating opportunities.

IN THE WAKE OF WAR 


Once in awhile, it seems, from letters 
that stray back from American soldiers 
in France, there is a French peasant 
who asks suspiciously this question: 


"How; much French territory will 
the Americans be given for fighting 
here in F r a n c e ? " 


Now, this is a natural question, when 
you review tho history of European 
wars. Tho French never received any 
assistance in war that they did not pay 
for in full price in some way. Every 
war that has ever been fought on tho 
European continent has been in the 
last analysis for these objects—terri­ 
tory and tribute. 


So it is not unnatural, but a natural 
question that the French peasants ask 
occasionally, and it is feared that more 
would voice this question if it were not 
that they are naturally polite, and at 
the same time genuinely grateful for 
the {assistance of America, no matter 
what .is to be the price. 


Therefore, we can look ahead with 
pride to the time after the war when 
the people of France, all of them, will 
have realized that the Americans did 
not pour men and munitions and food­ 
stuffs into France for the purpose of 
acquring a portion of French territory. 
To the European mind such a fact is 
inconceivable, and it is time wasted 
to taJk with them on this subject at 
this 'jme. 
France 
officially 
under­ 
stands the American attitude. 
France, 
through its leaders is awaro that Ameri­ 
ca is not fighting a war for spoils. 
But the education of the French peas­ 
ant must come slowly, as it dawns upon 
him, after the conflict is over, that 
America 
has gone 
home 
with her 
armies, asking nothing, wanting noth­ 
ing, except the most priceless thing in 
the world, that France and every other 
. war-torn nation shall retain its entity, 
and that the world is made again a de­ 
cent place to live in. 


of this kind of thing has been going 
on in this war. We have been remark­ 
ably free from the murderous grafter, 
in fact, more so than Germany. 
Dis­ 
patches that have come through Am­ 
sterdam have several times spoken of 
the inability of the German 
govern­ 
ment to stop the grafting in foodstuffs, 
munitions, and clothing. 


The war with Spain was a sort of a 
poorly-staged comic opern, but. it cost 
the lives of 17,000 Americans, most of 
whom died from the effects of em­ 
balmed beef, typhoid fever, smallpox, 
yellow 
fever, 
dysentery, 
and 
pneu­ 
monia, all traceable to graft and as­ 
tonishing inefficiency on the part of 
the* government. It is a well known 
historical fact that two-thirds of the 
large fortunes made in the last two 
generations had their 
foundation in 
Civil war profiteering. 


That a man who will graft on a 
soldier who is prepared to give his 
life for his country should be shot by 
a firing squad is a fact upon which we 
all seem to agree, but somehow, Uncle 
Sam has never yet got around to do it, 
either in wars past or this war. But 
this government is fortunate in this 
war in possessing the most 
efficient 
administration for war and otherwise 
that has ever been its fortune to pos­ 
sess. The entire nation is participating 
in the war. It is such a big and ser­ 
ious war that everyone, with here and 
there a few exceptions, is too gravely- 
conscious of the danger to allow wrong 
things or dishonest things to happen. 


While w i haje.,sp> much ito congratw 
late ourselves upon,, we should, >how- 
ever, as a united nation, insist that the 
administration 
punish to the fullest 
extent.those men who are attempting 
to . murder 
our boys 
with 
shoddy 
equipment. It is hard to realize that 
there arc such reptiles in this country. 
A firing squad might not only weed 
out 
those who are grafting on the 
army and navy, but would help a whole 
lot as regards food and clothing prices 
for those who are obliged to live ojid 
work at home.

University Announces 
Charles F. Johnson 


Students' Army Plan 


Preliminary announcement has been 
made at the University of California of 
the new students' army training corps 
plan of the war department. The gov­ 
ernment through its committee on stu­ 
dents' war service u£ the American 
Council of Education, will conduct a 
'•'Go-to-College" 
campaign 
in 
every 
state in the union, the purpose being 
to stimulate enrollment in colleges and 
universities in order to provide for the 
war department great numbers of col­ 
lege trained men as officer material. 


The " Go-to-College" campaign in 
California will be under the direction 
of C. E. Hugh, professor 6f education in 
the state university. A survey will be 
made of nil of the graduates of the 
high schools of the state for the last 
two years and an attempt will be made 
to interest many hundreds of prospec­ 
tive students with President Wilson's 
new plan for the training of ofiice~s. 


The status of a student enlisted in 
the students' army trnining corps and 
his relation to the draft is explained 
in the following statement issued by 
the committee on students' war service 
of the American Council of Education 
with the authority of the war depart­ 
ment: 
] 
A student enlisted in the students' 
army training corps is in the military 
service of the United States. Because 
he does not receive pay, he is classed 
as on inactive service, but in a national 
emergency the president may call him 
at any time to active service. He is 
called to active service each summer 
when he attends camp for six weeks 
and receives the pay of a private. 


His relation to the draft is as fol­ 
lows: Any student so enlisted, though 
in the military service of the United 
States, is technically on inactive duty, 
and therefore must register after he 
has reached draft age and upon notice 
by the president. Upon stating on his 
questionnaire that he is already in the 
military service of the United States, 
he will be placed automatically by nis 
local draft board in class V-D, as pro­ 
vided by the selective service regula­ 
tions. The draft board will not call 
him for induction so long as he re­ 
mains a member of the ..student army 
training corps. 


In order that the. college student 
may not oven appear to enjoy special 
privileges, it is agreed, however,'.'that 
when, the day arrives on which accord­ 
ing to His order number he would'liave 
been drafted, had he not already Volun­ 
teered, the fact is'reported to the pres­ 
ident of the "college, and to the com­ 
manding^ officer at the „ college,' who in 
turn reports it. to the adjutant general. 
This is the day of reckoning for the 
college man. The president of the col­ 
lege and the commanding officer will 
then report to the chairman of the 
committee on education and special 
training of the war department, for 
what form of military service tho in­ 
dividual is in their judgment best qual­ 
ified. They will recommend either that 
the student should continue his studies 
to prepare for work in medicine, engi­ 
neering, chemistry, psychology, econ­ 
omies, etc., or thaT he should go to 
- an 
officers' training camp to prepare for 
an officer's commission in the infantry, 
artillery, etc., or that he should be as­ 
signed to work in the ordnance, quar­ 
termaster or other staff corps or sent 
immediately to a division at ono of the 
camps. Lieut.• Col. Bees, commander of 
tho entire students' corps, has authority 
to dispose of his men in the way bost 
suited.

A lifetime spent at the forge and an 
vil came to a quiet close last Saturday 
evening in Covina, when Charles F, 
Johnson, pioneer Californian, and one 
of the veteran business men of the 
community, died at his, home at 161 
West Center street, following a period 
of ill health. He was 70 years old last 
May. The immediate cause of death 
was heart failure, but he had been in 
capacitated for work for severnl months 
by dropsy. 


Mr. Johnson was a man whose life 
had been spent as a blacksmith. Since 
he was twenty-three years old he hac 
been continuously engaged in this in 
dustry. 
He was eminently 
successful 
in his trade, an exceptionally 
good 
workman, 
and thoroughly 
well-liked 
for 
his naturally 
genial 
disposition 
"Johnson, the blacksmith," \Cas known 
widely for his love of humorous anec­ 
dotes and his fine conception of human 
nature. 


He was born on May 18, 1848, in 
Toronto county, near Newmarket, Can 
ada. He came to Lake county, Califor 
nia, when he was nineteen years old 
and it was there that he married Miss 
Mary 
Arminta 
Glines, who survives 
him. Of this union four children were 
born, one son dying in infancy, and the 
others being Mrs. P. L. Nash of Co­ 
vina; Mrs. A. R. Ross of Los Angeles; 
and Frank C. Johnson, the latter being 
water superintendent of the city of 
Covina at the present time. 


For 
many 
years he 
conducted 
blacksmith shop in*, the city of Santa 
Ana, where he was very 
successful 
Eighteen years ago he. moved to Co 
vina 
because of his wife's 
failing 
health, in the hopes that the climate of 
a town farther inland would be bene­ 
ficial to her. She has been an invalid 
and confined to her bed during these 
years. Mr. Johnson formed a partner 
ship with A. Nigg of Covina, and the 
partners maintained 
their 
blacksmith 
shop on Citrus avenue in the tame- 
place from that time since. 


The failing health of Mr. Johnson 
caused him to leave his anvil about a 
year ago, and though he returned to it, 
he was obliged to stop working again. 
O n t h e day- of»his death he was feeling 
quite well, and had made a trip to Los 
Angeles and attended. the exhibit at 
Exposition park. In the evening he was 
seated outside the house, -talking with 
his wife's brother, when he was strick 
en and died almost immediately. 


The furforal was held on Tuesday of 
this week from the parlors of Smith & 
Tuttle of Santa Ana, and was conducted 
by W. Q. Custer of Covina. Rev. Good­ 
rich of Santa Ana preached the fuueral 
sermon. He was laid to rest in the fam­ 
ily lot in the Santa Ana cemetery. A 
large number of Covina and Santa Ana 
business associates, and members of 
Masonic lodge were in attendance. The 
burial ritual of the Masons was read 
by George Scofield of Covina lodge, 
F. & A. M., of which the deceased was 
an honored member. 
He was also a 
member of the Fraternal Aid. 


There 
were 
many 
floral 
tributes, 
which testified to the high esteem in 
which he had been held during is long 
lifo. His life here and in Santa Ana 
will be remembered 
by his fellow 
workers as one of uprightness and fair 
dealing, a man of exceptionally keen 
mental ability and splendid character.

The following Is n statement by F. 
C. Walcott, who served ns an asslst- 
nnt to Mr. Hoover during the time 
America was doing all that was pos­ 
sible to feed the starving millions of 
Belgium 
nnd 
Poland 
and 
northern 
France., In this work he was brought 
In direct contact with German military 
officials, nnd saw the conditions which 
the. Germnn 
invasion 
had 
created 
among the civilian population: 


I went to Poland to leara the facts 
concerning the remnant of n people 
that had been decimated by war. 
The 
country had been twice devastated. 
First the Russian army swept through 
It nnd then the Germans: 
Along the 
roadside from Warsaw to Plnsk, the 
present firing line, 230 miles, nearly 
half a million people had died of hun­ 
ger and cold, 
The wny was strewn 
with their bones picked clean by the 
crows. 
With their usual thrift, the 
Germans were collecting the larger 
bones to be milled Into fertilizer, but 
linger nnd toe bones lay on the ground 
with the mud-covered and rain-soaked 
clothing. 


Wicker baskets were scattered along 
the way—the bnsket in which the baby 
swings from the rafter in every peas­ 
ant home. 
Every mile there were 
scores of them, each one telling a 
death. I started to count, but after a 
little I had to give it up, there were 
so 
1 many. 
That is the desolation one saw along 
the great road from Warsaw to Pinsk, 
mile after mile, more than two hun­ 
dred miles. 
They told me a million 
people were made homeless In 
six 
weeks of the German drive in August 
and September, 1916. 
They told me 
tour hundred thousand died on the 
way. 
The rest, scarcely half alive, 
got through with the Russian army. 
Many of these have been sent to Si­ 
beria; it is these people whom the 
Paderewskl committee is trying to re­ 
lieve. 


In the refugee camps, 300,000 sur- 
plvors of the flight were gathered by 
the Germans, members of broken fam­ 
ilies. 
They were lodged In jerry-built 
barracks, 
scarcely 
water-proof, 
un- 
llghted, unwarmed in the dead of win­ 
ter. 
Their clothes, where the buttons 
were lost, were sewed on. There were 
no conveniences, they hnd not even 
been able to wash for weeks. 
Filth 
and 
infection 
from 
vermin 
were 
spreading. They were famished, their 
dally ration a cup- ol soup and a piece 
of bread as big as my fist. 


In Warsaw, which had not been de­ 
stroyed, a city of one million inhab­ 
itants, one of the most prosperous cit­ 
ies of Europe before the 
war, 
the 
streets were lined with people In the 
pangs of starvation. 
Famished nnd 
rain-soaked, they squatted there, with 
their elbows on their knees or lean­ 
ing ngalnst the buildings, too feeble 
to lift a hand for a bit of money or a 
morsel of bread If one offered it, per­ 
ishing of hunger and cold. 
Charity 
did what it could. 
The rich gave all 
that they hnd. the poor shared their 
last crust. 
Hundreds of thousands 
were perishing. 
Day and night the 
pictures Is before my eyes—a people 
starving, a nation dying. 


The above statement by Mr. Wal­ 
cott Is a terrible arraignment of the 
Hun, but no more terrible than he 
deserves. 
What 
has 
happened 
In 
Poland, 
in 
Belgium, 
In 
northern 
France nnd every other country that 
has been blighted by the Hun's pres­ 
ence would happen in America should 
the allies, by any chance, fall to win 
this war. 
It would mean the enslave­ 
ment of American men, the starving 
nnd death of American women and chil­ 
dren. 
Either the Hun or humanity 
must perish.
